In response to a call of W. L. 
Reed, chairman of the citizens’ 
committee in charge of the Okla­ 
homa Central bonus proposition, 
about thirty subscribers to the 
fund assembled Monday after­ 
noon at the court house. 
The situation was gone over 
thoroughly. 
The committee re­ 
ported having taken 60 days op­ 
tions on the various tracts of land 
necessary for the right of way. 
It was figured that the exorbitant 
prices demanded by some of the 
land owners would in the aggre­ 
gate cost the citizens about $10,- 
000, something like 40 per cent 
more than the railroad 
would 
have to pay for the property 
through condemnation proceed 


ings. 
The opinion was unani­ 
mous to the effect that the citi­ 
zens could not afford to pay the 
prices demanded, neither ceuld 
any plan be devised to raise the 
cash fund necessary, even were 
they so disposed to pay. 
Also it 
was made evident that any fur­ 
ther effort to secure bonus sub­ 
scriptions would be futile. 
In the face of these hard facts 
the meeting concluded, as Ada’s 
ultimatum, simply to offer the 
$’20,000 batch of bonus notes at 
present on hand and to inform 
the company that the donation of 
the right of way is impossible. 
Accordingly this proposition will 
be submitted to the company at 
once as Ada’s best. 


CANNON WILTS AND 
STATEHOOD IS ASSURED 


Washington, June 1 2 - State­ 
hood will be conferred 
upon 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
perhaps this 
week, 
certainly 
before the end of next week. 
Although the hopes of the people 
of those territories have been 
several times blighted in the past, 
they may now prepare to cele­ 
brate. 
After being out of the city a 
week that magician of the Senate, 
Mr. Aldrich came back Monday 
morning, and late last evening 
modestly announced that a pro­ 
position had been evolved that is 
satisfactory both to Mr. Foraker 
and to Speaker Cannon. 
But though he was able to 
bring about an agreement in that 
mysterious way which seemingly, 
no one understands, Mr. Aldrich 
was able to save but a very small 
portion of Speaker 
Cannon’s 
face. The agreement is distinct­ 
ly a victory for Mr. Foraker. 
The provision for New Mexico 
and Arizona, which has been the 
crux of the controversy, as every­ 
one knows, is that the question of 
their union is to be submitted to 
the people of the two territories 
at the general election next No­ 


vember. 
I f s majority of each 
territory votes yes then they will 
be joined; if no, they will retain 
their present status. 
The one 
concession to Speaker Cannon is 
that at the same election candi­ 
dates for delegates to the consti­ 
tutional convention shall be voted 
on. Those who vote against the 
jointure will probably vote against 
the election of delegatee, bat not 
necessarily so. 
The parliamentary procedure 
will be to have the report taken 
back to conference. 
Whether 
this will be done by formally re 
jecting it, or whether Mr. Bever­ 
idge will be suffered to withdraw 
it, is not known. 
B at whatever 
the method, the report will go 
back to the conference, and there 
the new agreement will be put in 
to definite form. The exact time 
of the report, the report which 
will perhaps be adopted unani 
mously, will depend on the con 
venience of the two bodies. 
It is 
likely to be this week, but msy 
not be until next week, 
But the essential thing is that 
statehood for Oklahoma and In 
dias Territory is virtually assnr 
ed.

MEMBERS OF LEGISLATURE 
W U HOLD OVER ALSO 


Guthrie, Okla., June 12.—Sen­ 
ator John Decker of Pond Creek 
las sprung a new point on Okla- 
loma politicians, one which evi­ 
dently had not bothered the slate 
makers and manipulators. There 
is an amendment pending to the 
statehood bill, which calls for the 
abolition of the regular fall elec­ 
tions in Oklahoma for county, 
egislative and congressional offi­ 
cers, in case the statehood bill 
becomes a law, 
As a result of 
the agitation, caused by the in­ 
troduction of 
this amendment, 
but few of the counties have held 
their conventions, the majority of 
them postponing the nominations 
until the fate of the statehood bill 
is certain. 
Senator Decker shows, that in 
case 
the 
amendment carries 
knocking out the elections, that it 
will be necessary for the members 
of the last legislature,the Eighth, 
to reconvene at the regular time 


I in Jaduary next, to make ap- 
' propriations for the maintenance 
of the territory until such time as 
statehood takes effect. 
Unless 
this is done there will absolutely 
be no funds for the maintenance 
of the territory in any of its de­ 
partments, as the appropriations 
made by the legislature in 1905 
last only until January I, 1907. 
It is the general belief that if 
the legislate ie convenes under 
the law it may remain it session 
if it so desires for sixty days and 
pass upon any matters that may 
come before it. 
Mr. Decker was 
a member of the upper house in 
the last assembly. Both houses 
were Republican. 
While it is held by some that 
the Eighth legislature cannot le­ 
gally meet in 19o7 to transact 
business, yet Senator Decker 
holds that a legislator has the 
same power to holdover as woald 
the county officers or the delegate 
to congress.

CITIZENS DECIDE UPON 


ULTIMATUM TO ROAD 


In response to a call of W. L. 


Reed, chairman of the citizens' 
committee in charge of the Okla- 
homa Central bonus proposition, 
about thirty subscribers to the 
fund assembled Monday after- 
noon at the court house. 


The situation was gone oyer 


thoroughly. The committee re- 
ported having taken 60 days op- 
tions on the various tracts of land 
necessary for the right of way. 
It was figured that the exorbitant 
prices demanded by some of the 
land owners would in the aggre- 
gate cost the citizens about $10,- 
000, something like 40 per cent 
more than the railroad would 
hare to pay for the property 
through condemnation proceed- 


ings. The opinion was unami- 
mous to the effect that the citi- 
zens could not afford to pay the 
prices demanded, neither ceuld 
any plan be devised to raise the 
cash fund necessary, even were 
they so disposed to pay. Also it 
was made evident that any fur- 
ther effort to secure bonus sub* 
scriptions would be futile. 


In the face of these hard facts 


the meeting concluded, an Ada's 
ultimatum, simply to offer the 
$20,000 batch of bonus notes at 
present on hand and to inform 
the company that the donation of 
the right of way is impossible. 
Accordingly this proposition will 
be submitted to the company at 
once as Ada's beet. 


CANNON WILTS AND 


STATEHOOD IS ASSURED 


Washington, June 12,—State- 


hood will be conferred upon 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
perhaps this 
week,

before the end of next week. 
Although the hopes of the people 
of those territories have been 
several times blighted in the past, 
they may BOW prepare to cele- 
brate. 


After being out of the city a 


week that magician of the Senate, 
Mr. Aid rich came back Monday 
morning, and late last evening 
modestly announced that a pro- 
position had been evolved that is 
satisfactory both to Mr. Foraker 
and to Speaker Cannon. 


But though he was able to

The provision for New Mexico

vember. If a majority of each 
territory votes yes then they will 
be joined; if no, they will retain 
their present status. 
The one 


concession to Speaker Cannon is 
that at the same election candi- 
dates for delegates to the consti- 
tutional con vention, shall .be voted 
on. Those who vote against the 
jointure will probably vote against 
the election of delegates, bat not 
necessarily so. 


The parliamentary procedure 


will be to have tht> report taken 
back to conference. 
Whether 


this will be done by formally re- 
jecting it, or whether Mr. Bever- 
idge will be suffered to withdraw 
it, is not known. But whatever 
the method, the report will go 
back to the conference, and there 
the new agreement will be put in 
to definite form. The exact time 
of the report, the report which 
will perhaps be adopted unani- 
mously, will depend on the con- 
venience of the two bodies. It is 
likely to be this week, but may 
not be until next week,

Guthrie, Okla., June 12.—Sen- 


ator John Decker of Pond Creek 
has sprung a new point on Okla- 
homa politicians, one whick evi- 
dently had not bothered the slate 
makers and manipulators. There 
is an amendment pending to the 
statehood bill, which calls for the 
abolition of the regular fall elec- 
tions in Oklahoma for county, 
legislative and congressional offi- 
cers, in case the statehood bill 
becomes a law. As a result of 
the agitation, caused by the in- 
troduction of this amendment, 
but few of the counties have held 
their conventions, the majority of 
them postponing the nominations 
until the fate of the statehood bill 
is certain. 


Senator Decker shows, that in 


case 
the 
amendment carries 


knocking oat the elections, that it 
will be necessary for the members 
of the laat legislature,the Eighth, 
to reconvene at the regular time 


in Jariuary next, to make ap- 
propriations for the maintenance 
of the territory until such time as 
statehood takes effect. Unless 
this is done there will absolutely 
be no funds for the maintenance 
of the territory in any of its de- 
partments, as the appropriations 
made by the legislature in 1905 
last only until January 1, 1907, 


It is the general belief that if 


the legislate i e convenes under 
the law it may remain it session 
if it so desires for sixty days and 
pass upon any matters that may 
come before it 
Mr. Decker was 


a member of the upper honse in 
the last assembly. Both houses 
were Republican. 


While it is held by some that 


the Eighth legislature cannot le- 
gally meet in 19u7 to transact 
business, yet Senator Decker 
holds that a legislator has the 
same power to holdover as would 
the county officers or the delegate 
to congress.

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CITIZENS DECIDE UPON 


ULTIMATUM TO ROAD 


In response to a call of W. L. 


Reed, chairman of the citizens' 
committee in charge of the Okla- 
homa Central bonus proposition, 
about thirty subscribers to the 
fund assembled Monday after- 
noon at the court house. 


The situation was gone over 


thoroughly. The committee re- 
ported having taken 60 days op- 
tions on the various tracts of land 
necessary for the right of way. 
It was figured that the exorbitant 
prices demanded by some of the 
land owners would in the aggre- 
gate cost the citizens about $10,- 
000, something like 40 per cent 
more than the railroad 
would 


hare to pay for the property 
through condemnation proceed 


ings. The opinion was unani- 
mous to the effect that the citi- 
zens could not afford to pay the 
prices demanded, neither ceuld 
any plan be devised to raise the 
cash fund necessary, even were 
they so disposed to pay. Also it 
was made evident that any fur- 
ther effort to secure bonus sub- 
scriptions would be futile. 


In the face of these hard facts 


the meeting concluded, an Ada's 
ultimatum, simply to offer the 
$20,000 batch of bonus notes at 
present on hand and to inform 
the company that the donation of 
the right of way is impossible. 
Accordingly this proposition will 
be submitted to the company at 
once as Ada's best. 


CANNON WILTS 
AND 


STATEHOOD IS ASSURED 


Washington, June 12.—State- 


hood will be conferred upon 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
perhaps this week, certainly 
before the end of next week. 
Although the hopes of the people 
of those territories have been 
several times blighted in the past, 
they may BOW prepare to cele- 
brate. 


After being out of the city a 


week that magician of the Senate, 
Mr. Aldrieh came back Monday 
morning, and late last evening 
modestly announced that a pro- 
position had been evolved that is 
satisfactory bosh to Mr. Foraker 
and to Speaker Cannon. 


But though he was able to 


bring about an agreement in that 
mysterious way which seemingly, 
no one understands, Mr. Aldrieh 
waa able to save but a very small 
portion of Speaker Cannqp's 
face. The agreement is distinct- 
ly a victory for Mr. Foraker. 


The provision for New Mexico 


and Arizona, which has been the 
crux of the controversy, as every* 
one knowe, is that the question of 
their union is to be submitted to 
the people of the two territories 
at the general election next No- 


vember. If a majority of each 
territory votes yes then they will 
be joined; if no, they will retain 
their present status. 
The one 


concession to Speaker Cannon is 
that at the same election eandi- 
dates for delegates to the consti 
tutional convention shall .be voted 
on. Thoae who vote against the 
jointure will probably vote against 
the election of delegates, bat not 
necessarily so. 


The parliamentary procedure 


will be to have tht» report taken 
back to conference. 
Whether 


this will be done by formally re 
jecting it, or whether Mr. Bever- 
idge will be suffered to withdraw 
it, is not known. But whatever 
the method, the report will go 
back to the conference, and there 
the new agreement will be put in 
to definite form. The exact time 
of the report, the report which 
will perhaps be adopted unani- 
mously, will depend on the con 
venience of the two bodies. It is 
likely to be this week, but may 
not be until next week, 


Bnt the essential thing is that 


statehood for Oklahoma a»d In 
dian Territory is virtually assur- 
ed. 


MEMBERS OF LEGISLATURE 


WILL HOLD OVER ALSO 


Guthrie, Okla., June 12.—Sen- 


ator John Decker of Pond Creek 
ms sprang a new point on Okla- 
loma politicians, one which evi- 
dently had not bothered the slate 
makers and manipulators. There 
is an amendment pending to the 
statehood bill, which calls for the 
abolition of the regular fall elec- 
tions in Oklahoma for county, 
legislative and congressional offi- 
cers, in case the statehood bill 
becomes a law. As a result of 
the agitation, caused by the in- 
troduction of this amendment, 
but few of the counties have held 
their conventions, the majority of 
them postponing the nominations 
until the fate of the statehood bill 
is certain. 


Senator Decker shows, that in 


case 
the 
amendment carries 


knocking out the elections, that it 
will be necessary for the members 
of the last legislature,the Eighth, 
to reconvene at the regular time 


in Jariuary next, to make ap- 
propriations for the maintenance 
of the territory until such time as 
statehood takes effect. Unless 
this is done there will absolutely 
be no funds for the maintenance 
of the territory in any of its de- 
partments, as the appropriations 
made by the legislature in 1905 
last only until January I, 1907, 


It is the general belief that if 


the legislato i e convenes under 
the law it may remain it session 
if it so desires for sixty days and 
pass upon any matters that may 
come before it 
Mr. Decker was 


a member of the upper house in 
the last assembly. Both houses 
were Republican. 


While it is held by some that 


the Eighth legislature cannot le- 
gally meet in 19t>7 to transact 
business, yet Senator Decker 
holds that a legislator has the 
same power to holdover as would 
the county officers or the delegate 
to congress.

Oklahoma Central made a proposition to the citizens of Ada to run 
his road into the town for a bonus sum of $25,000.00.

the required bonus- 
An intelligent, energetic committee was select 


<*d, and forthwith began taking subscriptions. 
Boon there was 


$ 14,000 00 subscribed. 
Then the subscription taking became very 


arduous. 
The committee worked week after week, exhausting 


every power of argument and endurance t»ad still the amount sub- 
scribed continued under 120,000.00 Finally an amended proposition 
-came to the town f romfithe railroad requiring $20,000 00 in bonus 
«nd the right of way into the town. 
There was a long delay wait- 


ing for the profiles showing the particular route into the town that 
the cost of the right of way could he estimated. 
When this was ac- 


complished the committee recognized that under the railroad's de 
mand at least $7,5000) additional subscription must be secuted 
Ada had already reached the limit. The president of the road was 
notified and shortly af ta- he met the citizens and it was agreed that 
a committee of citizens be selected to dn'ft a formal proposition to 
the railroad stating just what they could do, but in any event to in 
elude in such proposition free right of way, and that the president 
and his financial associates would return definite answer as tn ac 
ceptance. The committee, after caiefully estimating the cost of the 
right of way and the difficulty there would be in securing the cash 
necessary to finance it, called the citizens together Monday after- 
noon. The results of that meeting are published today. 
The news

will preclude successful negotiations being completed for the road.
